The most remark able life of Har- j 
rison Feagan, a prominent 
Jones j 
Cou nty farmer, came to an end at I 
2:4 5 Tu esday morning, Janu ary 23 , j 
at his home six miles sou th of Ham­ 
lin. 
Mr. Feagan was 
6 2 
y ears, 
6 
months and 7 day s of age. He was 
born in Lamar Cou nty , Tex as, Ju ly 
16 , 1877 and had liv ed 
in 
Jones 
Cou nty since December, 189 0. 
He 
was married to 
Esther Owens, 
a 
y ou ng woman of the Neinda 
com­ 
mu nity , and the companion and one 
dau ghter, Mrs. B. H. Dillard, su r­ 
v iv e. Also two grand-children, Jack 
and Betty Jean Dillard. This fam­ 
ily had made the same commu nity , 
Neinda, their home for fifty y ears. 
The deceased is also su rv iv ed 
by 
his mother, Mrs. J. H. Feagan 
of 
Hamlin; two brothers, Jim Feagan 
of San Angelo, and Elmer C. Fea­ 
gan of Hamlin, and three sisters, 
Mis. W. B. Fletcher, of San Angelo, 
Mrs. Clinton Fu nk of 
Rotan 
and 
Mrs. Otto Williams of Dalhart. One 
sister, Mrs. T. P. 
Milsap, 
passed 
away sev eral y ears ago. 
For many reasons, Harrison Fea­ 
gan was ou tstanding in this part of 
Tex as as a farmer and citizen. liis t 
he was a man of u nconq u erable en- 
ergy , u ndergoing health 
handicaps 
that wou ld hav e made 
most 
men 
giv e u p twenty -fiv e y ears before his 
life ended. Many y ears ago he was 
afflicted with some form of 
sk in 
trou ble, rendering perspiration im­ 
possible, bu t ou tside of that he was 
v igorou s and carried on 
ex tensiv e 
farming interests, doing more work 
than y ou nger men of perfect phy s­ 
iqu e. In recent y ears Mr. Feagan 
su ffered from a malignant disease, 
and still he continu ed to display u n­ 
u su al stamina, and it is reported he 
was in Hamlin as late as last Sat­ 
u rday . 
Harrison Feagan was a Christian 
gentleman, ou tspok en and emphatic 
in his stand for all things for 
the 
betterment of his cou ntry from home 
to the nation-wide. 
For many y ears Mr. Feagan was 
President of the Farmers Co-oper­ 
ativ e Gin Society of Neinda, one of 
the oldest gins of the cou nty . He was 
ev er alert in doing the things that 
wou ld help his neighbors and friends 
along the paths of life. Mr. Feagan 
was an optimist, he was alway s look ­ 
ing for something that he cou ld jok e 
and lau gh abou t, and if 
he 
ev er 
i grou ched it was becau se of some­ 
thing he thou ght shou ld be improv ­ 
ed or done away with. 
Mr. Feagan was a dev oted member 
of the Methodist Chu rch of Hamlin. 
Fu neral serv ices were condu cted 
at the First Methodist Chu rch Wed­ 
nesday afternoon at 2:00 o’clock , by 
the pastor, Rev . John W. Hendrix .

In the midst of the coldest recent 


day , facing the greatest demand for 


gas service in 30 y ears, Lone Star 
Gas Company ’s pipe line from 
the 
Panhandle to Petrolia ripped wide 
open, company officials stated. The 
break shut off the world’s greatest 
gas field in the midst of an all time 
peak demand, 
y et there 
was 
no 
shortage of gas, officials said, 
be­ 
cause the pipe lines serving the local 
gas company are part of a thorough- ! 
ly interconnected sy stem. 


“Never in the company ’s history 
w'as the tem perature so uniformly 
j 
low simultaneously throughout 
our ; 
entire 
sy stem,” 
said 
Elmer 
F. 
Schmidt, Dallas, operating manager 
of Lone Star Gas. “The 
gas 
re ­ 
quirements of the 300,000 homes we 
serve in Tex as and Ok lahoma jum p­ 
ed to a new all time peak , 25 per 
cent greater than for any other sin- I 
gle day in 
the company ’s history . 
But despite the break not a man, wo­ 
man or child suffered because of any ; 
failure in supply . 


‘ The one thing standing between 
thousands of people and death or ! 
suffering was Lone S tar’s intercon- j 
nected, integrated, thoroughly 
or- i 
ganized pipe line sy stem. No one-way 
pipe line could have m et this test. 
If our customers had been rely ing 
oh a single line from a single pro­ 
ducing area, homes 
would

been without gas because of

“An soon as warning was given 
of the break , twro repair crews set 
out to locate it, one traveling south 
from Shamrock , Tex as, the 
other 
north from Vernon. Though 
each 
crew had to travel more than 
50 
miles, much of the distance ov’er 
frozen ground along the pipe line, 
they located the break in less than 
two hours, had it repaired in two 
more, and 
gas once more flowed 
through the line. 
’’Meanwhile the 
dispatcher 
re ­ 
routed gas from 
other 
fields 
to 
maintain 
uninterrupted 
service. 
When the break occurred, he order­ 
ed gate valves opened on the south 
end of the sy stem near Groesbeck 
and Elm Mott, perm itting gas from 
East Tex as fields, which had pre­ 
viously been flowing south 
from 
Waco, to move northward through 
lines running from Mex ia to Waco 
to Cleburne. At the same time gate 
valves were opened to permit gas j 
from the \\ est Tex as fields, which 
j 
also had been flowing south, to go I 
eastward to Dallas and points north- j 
east. By this means gas already in I 
the Panhandle line was held in the I 
line for use of the towns between j 
the break and Fort Worth. The flow I 
of gas over almost the entire sy s­ 
tem was reversed to meet the emer­ 
gency . 


“ B runt e» f our battle against the 
cold alway s falls on the gas 
dis­ 
patchers and the field men. As the 
norther approaches, the dispatchers 
rush orders by private telephone to 
Hirn in more wells, increase ores- 


‘ route gas when necessary to protect 


j homes, schools, and office buildings 
j throughout this territory . 


“ Out in the gas fields, along the 
pipe lines, in compressor 
stations, 
and within the cities, our men have 
been work ing day and night during 
the cold winter. Many of them did 
not tak e their clothes off for three 
day s at a stretch. Hundreds were 
up all night, operating gas 
wells 
and compressor engines and k eeping 
guard over regulators a t city limits 
and other mechanical devices to see 
that they did not freeze up. A t re ­ 
al ale spots on the sy stem men k ept 
night-long vigils at measuring sta­ 
tions, watching pressures to give the 
dispatcher on duty instant warning 
if trouble occurred. 


‘ Thg courage, loy alty and sk ill of 
the se men stands back of our un­ 
interrupted service to 300,000 homes 
during* the 
recent 
cold 
weather. 
Years of planning and foresight and 
a huge investm ent in machinery and 
equipment have gone into building 
our facilities to meet the unprece­ 
dented demand we have just come 
through, a demand 600 to 700 times 
nrenter than on a summer day . Much 
of this great investment in equip­ 
ment lies idle part of the time, w ait­ 
ing for the few day s in the winter 
when it must be ready to function 
instantly .

Two of the greatest problems that 


humanity has ever had to deal with 


are those of Heat and Cold. 


In winter time, a well ventilated, 
and properly heated house 
(every 
room) is essential to health. Heated 
all the time, to prevent that chilling 
sensation. But someone will say it 
costs too much) Yes, and a series

enough to heat the house com fortab­ 
ly . All the while too there is that 
chilly feeling and soon there starts 
up a “ Sniffle,” soon 
a 
headache, 
soon a back ache and a general bad 
feeling. That means no pleasure for 
y ourself, not able to work , and 
a 
disruption of all ones 
plans 
and 
activities, may be all because some­ 
body tried to save on a gas bill. If a 
gas bill costs $5.00 more than usual, 
and the cost of a cold is estimated at 
$5.00 too, which $5.00 could have 
been best spent? 


No m anner of heat or fresh air 
may prevent a cold, but the value 
of being comfortable pay s the differ­ 
ence in cost of plenty and a sk imp. 
This article is NOT to promote sales 
for any gas company , but to empha­ 
size a situation and a remedy 
at 
small cost to bring about health and 
comfort in the home. But above ev­ 
ery thing else, when 
one 
has 
the 
proper tem perature, there should be 
fresh air, coming in, and properly 
heated as it comes. To bring it in 
fresh and warm it and carry out the 
used air is the problem. Any k ind 
of air is no good and in fact danger-
